W. S. Morgan Is Charged 
With Shooting Negro 
Boy After He Had Fal- 
len to the Ground.

Trial of W. S. Morgan, Atlanta po- 
iiceman charged with the murder of 
Albert Pyerett, the negro who was 
shot to death in a riot at the Bell- 
wood avenue crossing in May, 1922, 
was begun in Fulton superior court 
Wednesday before Judge E.

ation. Indeed, some of the most mis- 
leading cases, in which the symptoms 
strongly suggest such lesions as ulcer 
or cancer, have been found to be noth- 
ing else than ptosis, or downward dis- 
placement of the stomach, demonstra- 
ble only by X-ray pictures. 

Sometimes the abdomen is promi- 
nent, though it does not slump. But 
the digestive disturbance grows slow- 
lv a little worse despite treatment with 
“digestive tablets,” and the patient be- 
gins to lose weight and strength, and 
this loss of strength lowers nutrition 
and tends to still further increase the 
sag—one of those self-sustaining vi- 
cious circles, 

Indigestion, which is quickly re- 
lieved by reclining, especially lying 
with the hips a foot or so bigher than 
the shoulders, suggests ptosis as a 
cause. In such cases attacks of dis- 
tress or pain are sometimes prevented 
by lying in that position for a time 
after eating. 

When considerable underweight is a 
ymptom. it is essential that the pa- 
tient shall be nourished to the limit, 
given the rest cure and forced feeding, 
in order to take up the siack: The 
same is true in a case of floating kid- 
ney. A woman wth a loose kidney 1s 
usually long and lean. Nervous? Yes, 
of course. Leanness is next to nerv- 
ousness,

diet. according to Dr. Salaghi, who dis- 
cussed the subiect in the Gazetta degli 
Ospedali e delle Cliniche, is the pos- 
sibility ef favoring sags or ptoses in 
individuals predisposed to the condi- 
tion.

In a former 
communication I have shown that after 
other crusades by the surgeons there has 
been a notable increase in the deaths from 
cancer, as indicated by the official reports 
of the Thited States census bureau, and 
in New York city, and again, since the 
last agitation there has been a still further 
increase in the mortality from this dire 
disease, 

During the past four months the weekly 
bulletin of the New York city board of 
health shows that the certificates of death 
from cancer again greatly exceed those 
| from tuberculosis, and week before last 
| there were actually 141 deaths from cancer 
|ia New York city, or more than 20 per day! 

Again I challenge the American Society 
for the Control of Caucer to show how 


| their efforts have in any way contributed 


pto the decrease of deaths from this cause. 


‘No answer has been made to my former 


| challenges. While I have repeatedly shown 


that by most careful dietetic, hygienic and 
medical measures the death rate can be 
reduced, the only plan the society proposes 
is increased surgical activity, which has 
produced such disastrous results in the past; 
so that during the last 20 years the mor- 
tality from cancer has risen some 83 per 
cent, whereas onder wise medical meas- 
ures the death fate from tuberculosis has 
fallen over 40 cent!

Editor Constitution: Did you ever 
go to your bank some fine morning, 
on important business, and to your 
surprise and disgust find posted on 
the door: “Closed—Legal Holiday?’ 
Of couregs you have. Kverybody has 
had that experience, and not only 
once, but many times. How many le- 
gal holidays have we in Georgia? Do 
you know? Can you count them up? 
Very well. Then add all the Sundays, 
and half of all the Saturdays, and 
see how much time you have for 
idleness. The greater part of these 
legal holidays should be abolished. 
There are so many of them that they 
really do not mean anything. Not 
one person in ten thousand Knows 
what any of them are for except 
Christmas, fourth of July, and pos- 
sibly Washington’s birthday The 
others should be abolished. They are 
a nuisance—nothing more. Nearly all 
the shootings, and stabbing scraps 
occur on Saturday nights, Sundays 
and holidays. Ask any physician if 
that is not his experience The more 
idleness, the more crime. Not only 
do these holidays encourage crime 
but they seriously interefre with ana 
interrupt the normal run vf business. 
Grassy cotton fields are abandoned, 
and factories pressed with orders, are 
closed, and all legal business suspend- 
ed, and there is no benefit from these 
idle days that I can see to compensate 
for all this loss to business men, 
farmers and labor, 

The great Napoleon upon a certain 
occasion said: “What renders me hos- 
tile to the re-establishment of the 
Catholic worship are the numerous 
festivals formerly observed. A saint's 
day is a day of idleness, and I do 
not wish that, as people must labor 
in order to live. 1 shall consent to 
four holidavs during the year, but no 
more. If the gentlemen from Rome 
are not satisfied with that they may 
take their departure.”

There Is No Desire to 
Dodge Responsibility 


The Company has no desire to dodge or evade a particle of its responsibility. That responsibil- 
ity is to transport the people of Atlanta in pursuit of their daily occupations, in as reasonably comfort- 
able, safe, regular and fast manner as the traffic conditions and complications on the streets will per- 
mit and at the lowest rate of fare that will support the service. 


Handicapped in Effort 
To Develop Service 


The Company is now handicapped in its efforts to carry on and develop transportation service. 
Automobiles are taking away a great portion of the natural growth of the street railway. 


Unregulated jitney competition has been making heavy inroads on the Company’s revenue. 


Tratfic congestion and lack of enforcement of traffic regulations are increasing accidents and mak- 
ing it unduly expensive and difficult to give good service. 


The operating expenses are increasing to the extent thai in 1922 they were 72 per cent of the 
gross revenue as compared with 50 per cent in 1909, 


These conditions make the street car service now being furnished unprofitable. Extensions of 
tracks and the inauguration of other forms of transportation are impossible, no matter how much the 
Company desires to furnish the service, because no capital can be obtained for the purpose. 


The program submitted in order to enable the Company to furnish a comprehensive system of 
adequate transportation is as follows: 


1. Improvements to the street railway system: 


P, (a) General improvement in track, cars and electric system.

¥ (b) Speeding up of cars and general improvement of service as a basis for increased travel. 


_ 2. Organization of a system of bus transportation to supplement the street railroad transporta- 
tion system. 


3. Increased sale and use of tickets by the sale of three for twenty cents, instead of books of 
fifteen for one dollar. 


(1) Improvements to the 
Street Railway System 


Betore asking greater public support and cooperation, by very great effort and strong assurance 
that this support and cooperation would be given the Company, it finally succeeded in providing over 
$1,300,000.00 for general improvements during 1923, 


(2) Bus Transportation 
System 


It will be many years probably before the Company can extend service by building tracks into 
developing areas. Those areas will in future require some form of transportation. The motor bus 
affords the opportunity to provide this. This company stands ready to provide this method of trans- 
portaton to meet the demands of the public for service to the extent that the transportation system 
as a whole can support itself. For such service to meet the needs of the Public, it must be respon- 
sible, dependable, backed by ample capital and thoroughly regulated. 


(3) Sale of Three Tickets 
For Twenty Cents 


The purpose of this is to increase the sale of tickets thereby eliminating some of the delays caused 
by the tact that at present most of the car riders pay cash fare and the loading of cars is delayed making 
change. Increased use of tickets will speed up the cars, 


Cooperation Asked in 
Two Particulars 


The cooperation of the city is asked in two particulars, namely: 


1. Regulation of jitneys by enforcement of existing laws, and the passage and enforcement of all 
regulations necessary to prevent unfair competition. 


A community which has invited the investment of vast sums of money in providing reliable and 
permanent transportation service should in its own interest protect the service from unfair competition. 


City Loses on 
Every ditney 


The City actually loses money through the operation of every jitney on the streets of Atlanta. The 
money the jitneys take in is taken away from the street railway company and lessens its ability to 
maintain its service and prevents extensions. The City also loses on what the jitneys take in the two 
per cent tax which-the street railway company pays the City on its gross receipts, and which becomes 
three per cent by the contract in 1925. Assuming that a jitney takes in $10.00 per day, or $3,600.00 
a year, and that that amount is taken away from the street railway Company, the city loses two per cent 
- annum on $3,600.00, or $72.00 cash loss per y ear on each jitney on the item of gross receipts tax 

one. 


Street cars cannot be profitably operated on the same streets with unregulated and untaxed jitneys. 


The problem now to be solved by the public of Atlanta is whether it is best in the public interest: 
to cooperate with and support the present street railroad system and the plan herewith proposed for 
expansion of transportation service or whether to permit and encourage unregulated jitney operation. 


It is much more to the public interest to solve this problem rightly now than to let it drag on with 
deteriorating service. 


It is manifestly contrary to public interest to permit unregulated jitney competition which injures 
the street railway because the city can not grow or prosper without street railway service. 


Everybody Delayed by 
Congestion of Traffic 


2. Traffic Regulations: 


250,000 passengers use the street cars daily. hey are the people whose time is their chief asset. 
The loss of time means more to them than to any other class of our citizens. They are being subjected 
to ever increasing delays owing to the fact that proper regulation of traffic is not enforced. 


First-class street railway service satisfactory to the public can not be furnished on Atlanta’s streets 
without rigid enforcement of proper regulation of traffic. Automobile users, truck users and street 
car riders will all benefit from real enforcement of traffic regulations. The public will to regulate 
traffic in the interest of all classes of the public must be aroused. The individual must be convinced that 
it is to, his personal interest to strictly observe the traffic ordinances because they save his time, whether 
he uses an automobile, a truck or a street car.
